- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note; Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

112, st, written description: Applicant urges that the annexes show that a large number of sucrose transporter 
seqeunces are known. Applicant urges that Example 18 of the Written Description Guidelines is most similar because 
it's a method step in the instant Applicant urges that what is important the particular class of sequences works not the 
individual sequence within the class. Examiner urges that example 18 is not equivalent because in that example what 
is becing expressed is not important, the method by which it's done is. In the insnat, the essential starting materials for 
the method are not taught to the full scope of the claims. Applicant urges that one skilled in that would know what 
sucrose trasporters meant and some of those sequences have been described. Examiner states there are more than 
one type of transporter taught (sucrose-protein and an sucrose-phosphotransferase) and suggests limiting the claims 
to use of transporters from plants. 

1 12, 1^\ enablement: Applicant urges that one skilled in the art would known how to obtain these various sequence 
and enablement goes to teaching how to make and use an invention, Exmainer states that sucrose transporters have 
not been taught to the full scope of the claims. 

103(a) Frommer over Kuhn: Appplicant urges that refernces teach its a crpashoot as to whether you're going to have 
opposite results or not Applicant urges that different promoters were used so can't compare; Applicant urges that 
Examiner's arguments are not supported by scientific data out there. Applicant urges that promoter is going to have an 
effect on the phenotype produced. Applicant urges that Annex 5 shows that the same result with both overexpression 
and antisense ecpression; Examiner urges that Busch et al would support Applicant's argument if the rejection were a 
103 over Kuhn et al alone, but in instant Frommer already teaches that overexpression results in incraesed yield. Kuhn 
merely teaches a different promoter. Applicant can overcome the rejection if they can show that use of the RolC 
promoter produced unexpectedly high yield over what was shown by Frommer.
